Senate  Chamber, 
Raleigh,  N.  C,  January  5th,  1881. 

In  accordance  with  law,  the  General  Assembly  of  North 
Carolina  convened  at  the  Capitol  in  the  City  of  Raleigh,  at 
12  m.,  on  this  the  5th  day  of  January,  A.  D.  1881. 

Robt.  M.  Furman,  Secretary  elected  by  the  last  Senate, 
called  the  Senate  to  order.

When  the  Thirty-third  District  was  called,  Mr.  H.  C. 
Hampton,  of  Yadkin,  presented  a  paper-writing  certified  by 
the  sheriff  thereof,  one  of  the  returning  officers  for  said  Dis- 
trict ;  and  Mr.  J.  M.  Brower,  of  Surry,  presented  a  paper- 
writing  certified  by  the  Sheriff  thereof,  also  one  of  the  re- 
turning officers  of  said  District ;  neither  of  which  constitut- 
ing a  legal  certificate,  in  accordance  with  law,  both  were  de- 
clined to  be  accepted  by  the  Secretary. 

The  Secretary  announced  a  quorum  present,  and  the  Sen- 
ate ready  to  proceed  with  its  organization.

SECOND  DAY. 

Senate  Chamber,  January  6th,  1881. 

The  Senate  met  pursuant  to  adjournment. 

Prayer  by  Rev.  Dr.  Burkhead. 

The  Journal  of  yesterday  was  read  and  approved. 

MESSAGES   FROM   THE    HOUSE   OF   REPRESENTATIVES. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Representa- 
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tives  informing  the  Senate  of  the  organization  of  that  hon- 
orable body;  and  proposing  the  appointment  of  a  Joint 
Committee  to  wait  upon  his  Excellency  the  Governor,  and 
notify  him  of  the  organization  of  the  General  Assembly. 

The  proposition  of  the  House  was  concurred  in  ;  and 

Messrs.  Lockhart,  Spears  and  Carr  were  appointed  as  the 
Senate  branch  of  said  committee. 

Mr.  Hanes,  Senator  elect  from  Davidson,  and  Mr.  Wil- 
liamson, Senator  elect  from  Davie,  presented  their  creden- 
tials, and  were  duly  qualified. 

The  Senate  proceeded  to  elect  an  Assistant  Doorkeeper.

Alexander.

V.  Horrell,  of  Pender.

REPORTS    FROM    SELECT    COMMITTEES. 

From  Select  Committee  on  Rules : 

By  Mr.  Davidson,  the  following  Rules  for  the  government 
of  the  Senate :

ORDER   OF    BUSINESS. 

1.  The  President  having  taken  the  Chair  at  the  hour  to 
which  the  Senate  shall  have  adjourned,  and  a  quorum  being 
present,  the  Journal  of  the  preceding  day  shall  be  read,  to 
the  end  that  any  mistakes  therein  may  be  corrected. 

2.  After  the  reading  and  approval  of  the  Journal,  the 
order  of  business  shall  be  as  follows: 

1.  The  presentation  of  Petitions. 

2.  Reports  of  Standing  Committees. 

3.  Reports  of  Select  Committees. 

4.  Messages  from  the  House  of  Representatives. 

5.  Introduction  of  Bills  and  Resolutions. 
Jo.  Unfinished  Business  of  Preceding  Day. 

7.  Special  Orders. 

8.  General  Orders :  first,  bills  and  resolutions  on  third 
reading ;  second,  bills  and  resolutions  on  second  reading ; 
but  messages  from  the  Governor  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives, and  communications  and  reports  from  State  Officers 
and  reports  from  the  Committee  on  Engrossed  Bills  and 
Enrolled  Bills,  may  be  received  and  acted  on  under  any 
order  of  business. 
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POWERS   AND    DUTIES   OP   THE    PRESIDENT. 

3.  The  President  shall  appoint  all  committees,  unless 
otherwise  ordered  by  the  Senate. 

4.  He  shall  have  the  right  to  name  any  member  to  per- 
form the  duties  of  the  Chair,  who  is  hereby  vested,  during 
such  time,  with  all  the  powers  of  the  President,  except  that 
of  giving  a  casting  vote  in  case  of  a  tie,  when  he  shall  have 
voted  as  a  Senator;  but  his  power  as  such  substitute  shall 
not  continue  for  a  longer  period  than  two  days  without  leave 
of  the  Senate. 

5.  He  shall  assign  to  doorkeepers  their  respective  duties 
and  stations. 

OF   THE   CLERK. 

6.  The  President  and  Clerk  of  the  Senate  shall  see  that 
all  bills  shall  be  acted  upon  by  the  Senate  in  the  order  in 
which  they  stand  upon  the  Calendar,  unless  otherwise  or- 
dered as  hereinafter  provided.  The  Calendar  shall  include 
the  number  and  title  of  bills  and  joint  resolutions  which 
have  passed  the  House  of  Representatives  and  been  received 
by  the  Senate  for  concurrence. 

7.  He  shall  certify  the  passage  of  bills  by  the  Senate,  with 
the  date  thereof,  together  with  the  fact  whether  passed  by  a, 
vote  of  three-fifths  or  two-thirds  of  the  Senate  whenever  such 
vote  may  be  required  by  the  Constitution  or  laws  of  this 
State. 

OP   THE   RIGHTS   AND   DUTIES   OP   SENATORS. 

8.  Every  Senator  presenting  a  paper  shall  indorse  the 
same ;  if  a  petition,  memorial,  or  report  to  the  General  As- 
sembly, with  a  brief  statement  of  its  subject  or  contents, 
adding  his  name ;  if  a  resolution  with  his  name  ;  if  a  report 
of  a  committee,  a  statement  of  such  a  report,  with  the  name 
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of  the  committee  and  member  making  the  same;  if  a  bill,  a 
statement  of  its  title,  with  his  name. 

'  9.  All  motions  shall  be  reduced  to  writing  if  desired  by 
the  President  or  any  Senator,  delivered  in  at  the  table,  and 
read  by  the  President  or  Clerk,  before  the  same  shall  be  de- 
bated ;  but  any  such  motion  may  be  withdrawn  at  any  time 
before  decision  or  amendment. 

10.  If  any  question  contains  several  distinct  propositions, 
it  shall  be  divided  by  the  President,  at  the  request  of  any 
Senator :  Provided,  each  sub-division,  if  left  to  itself,  shall 
form  a  substantive  proposition. 

11.  No  member  shall  speak  to  another,  or  otherwise  in- 
terrupt the  business  of  the  Senate,  or  read  any  newspaper 
while  the  Journals  or  public  papers  are  being  read ;  when 
the  President  is  putting  a  question,  or  a  division  by  count- 
ing shall  be  had,  no  Senator  shall  walk  out  of  or  across  the 
house,  nor  when  a  Senator  is  speaking,  pass  between  him 
and  the  President. 

12.  Every  Senator  wishing  to  speak  or  debate,  or  to  pre- 
sent a  petition  or  other  paper,  or  to  make  a  motion  or  re- 
port, shall  rise  from  his  seat  and  address  the  President,  and 
shall  not  proceed  further  until  recognized  by  him.  No 
Senator  shall  speak  more  than  twice  nor  longer  than  thirty 
minutes  on  the  same  day  on  the  same  subject,  without 
leave  of  the  Senate ;  and  when  two  or  more  Senators  rise  at 
once,  the  President  shall  name  the  Senator  who  is  first  to 
speak. 

13.  Every  Senator  who  shall  be  within  the  bar  of  the  Sen- 
ate when  a  question  is  stated  by  the  Chair,  shall  vote  there- 
on unless  he  shall  be  excused  by- the  Senate,  or  unless  he  be 
directly  interested  in  the  question  ;  and  the  bar  of  the  Sen- 
ate shall  include  so  much  of  the  body  of  the  Senate  Cham- 
ber as  is  within  the  columns. 

14.  When  a  motion  to  adjourn,  or  for  recess,  shall  be  af- 
firmatively determined,  no  member  or  officer  shall  leave  his 
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place  till  adjournment  or  recess  shall  be  declared  by  the 
.President. 

STANDING   COMMITTEES. 

15.  Standing  Committees,  consisting,  unless  otherwise  or- 
dered, of  seven  members,  except  the  Committee  on  Judiciary 
which  shall  be  composed  of  ten  (10)  Senators,  shall  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  President  on  the  following  subjects: 

1.  On  Propositions  and  Grievances. 

2.  On  Privileges  and  Elections. 

3.  On  Claims. 

4.  On  Judiciary. 

5.  On  Internal  Improvements. 

6.  On  Education. 

7.  On  Military  Affairs. 

8.  On  Agriculture,  Mechanics  and  Mining. 

9.  On  Banks  and  Currency. 

10.  On  Corporations. 

11.  On  Finance. 

12.  On  Insurance. 

13.  On  Penal  Institutions. 

14.  On  State  Debt. 

15.  On  Salaries  and  Fees. 

16.  On  Engrossed  Bills. 

17.  On  Deaf,  Dumb  and  Blind  Asylum. 

18.  On  Insane  Asylum. 

16.  The  Committee  on  Engrossed  Bills  shall  examine  all 
bills,  amendments  and  resolutions  before  they  go  out  of  the 
possession  of  the  Senate,  and  make  report  when  they  find 
them  correctly  engrossed. 

17.  Every  report  of  the  Committee  upon  a  bill  or  resolu- 
tion which  shall  not  be  considered  at  the  time  of  making 
the  same,  or  laid  on   the  table   by  a   vote  of  the  Senate, 
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shall  stand  upon  the  General  Orders  with  the  bill  or  reso- 
lution. 

OF    GENERAL    ORDERS    AND    SPECIAL    ORDERS. 

18.  Any  bill  or  other  matter  may  be  made  a  Special  Or- 
der for  a  particular  day  or  hour  by  a  vote  of  a  majority  of 
the  Senators  voting,  and  if  it  shall  not  be  completed  on 
that  day,  it  shall  be  returned  to  its  place  on  the  Calendar, 
unless  it  shall  be  made  a  Special  Order  for  another  day; 
and  when  a  Special  Order  is  under  consideration,  it  shall 
take  precedence  of  any  Special  Order  or  a  subsequent  Order 
for  the  day ;  but  such  subsequent  Order  may  be  taken  up 
immediately  after  the  previous  Special  Order  has  been  dis- 
posed of. 

19.  Every  bill  shall  receive  three  readings  previous  to  its 
being  passed,  and  the  President  shall  give  notice  at  each, 
whether  it  be  the  first,  second  or  third.  After  the  first  read- 
ing, unless  a  motion  shall  be  made  by  some  Senator,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  refer  the  subject  matter  to 
an  appropriate  committee.  No  bill  shall  be  amended  until 
it  shall  have  been  twice  read. 

PROCEEDINGS   WHEN    THERE    IS    NOT    A    QUORUM   VOTING. 

20.  If,  on  taking  the  question  on  a  bill,  it  shall  appear 
that  a  constitutional  quorum  is  not  present,  or  if  the  bill 
require  a  vote  of  a  certain  proportion  of  all  the  Senat'ors  to 
pass  it,  and  it  appears  that  such  a  number  is  not  present, 
there  shall  be  a  call  of  the  Senate,  and  if  a  quorum  is  ascer- 
tained to  be  present,  the  bill  shall  be  again  read  and  the 
question  taken  thereon  ;  if  the  bill  fail  a  second  time  for 
the  want  of  a  quorum,  or  for  the  want  of  the  necessary  num- 
ber being  present  and  voting,  the  bill  shall  not  be  finally 
lost,  but  shall  be  returned  to  the  calendar  in  its  proper 
order. 
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PRECEDENCE   ON   MOTION. 

21.  When  a  question  is  before  the  Senate,  no  motions 
shall  be  received,  except  those  herein  specified ;  which  mo- 
tions shall  have  precedence  as  follows,  viz  : 

1.  For  an  adjournment. 

2.  For  the  Previous  Question. 

3.  For  a  Recess. 

4.  To  Lay  on  the  Table. 

5.  To  Postpone  Indefinitely. 

6.  To  Postpone  to  a  Day  Certain. 

7.  To  Commit  to  a  Standing  Committee. 

8.  To  Commit  to  a  Select  Committee. 

9.  To  amend. 

THE   PREVIOUS   QUESTION. 

22.  The  previous  question  shall  always  be  as  follows : 
"  Shall  the  main  question  be  now  put  ?  "  and  until  it  is  de- 
cided shall  preclude  all  debate.  If  this  question  shall  be 
decided  in  the  affirmative,  the  "  main  question  "  shall  be 
on  the  passage  of  the  bill,  resolution  or  other  matter  undei 
consideration ;  but  when  amendments  are  pending,  the  ques- 
tion shall  be  first  taken  upon  such  amendments  in  theii 
order  without  further  debate.  If  such  question  be  decided 
in  the  negative,  the  main  question  shall  be  considered  a; 
remaining  under  debate. 

OTHER   QUESTIONS   TO   BE  TAKEN   WITHOUT   DEBATE. 

23.  The  motions  to  adjourn  and  lay  on  the  table  shall  b 
decided  without  debate,  and   the  motion  to  adjourn  shal 
always  be  in  order  when  made  by  a  Senator  entitled  to  th  . 
floor. 
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24.  The  respective  motions  to  postpone  to  a  day  certain 
or  commit,  shall  preclude  debate  on  the  main  question. 

25.  All  questions  relating  to  the  priority  of  business  shall 
be  decided  without  debate. 

26.  When  the  reading  of  a  paper  is  called  for,  except  pe- 
titions, and  the  same  is  objected  to  by  any  Senator,  it  shall 
be  determined  by  a  vote  of  the  Senate  without  debate. 

27.  Any  Senator  requesting  to  be  excused  from  voting 
may  make,  either  immediately  before  or  after  the  vote  shall 
have  been  called,  and  before  the  result  shall  have  been  an- 
nounced, a  brief  statement  of  the  reasons  for  making  such 
request,  and  the  question  shall  then  be  taken  without  de- 
bate. 

QUESTIONS   THAT   REQUIRE   A   TWO-THRIDS  VOTE. 

28.  No  bill  or  resolution  on  its  third  reading  shall  be 
acted  on  out  of  the  regular  order  in  which  it  stands  on  the 
calendar,  and  no  bill  or  resolution  shall  be  acted  upon  on  its 
third  reading  the  same  day  on  which  it  passed  its  second 
reading,  unless  so  ordered  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the 
Senators  present. 

29.  No  bill  or  resolution  shall  be  sent  from  the  Senate  on 
the  day  of  its  passage,  except  on  the  last  day  of  the  session, 
unless  otherwise  ordered. 

DECORUM  IN  DEBATE. 

30.  No  remark  reflecting  personally  upon  the  action  of 
any  Senator  shall  be  in  order  in  debate,  unless  preceded  by 
a  motion  or  resolution  of  investigation  or  censure. 

31.  When  a  Senator  shall  be  called  to  order,  he  shall  take 
his  seat  until  the  President  shall  have  determined  whether 
he  was  in  order  or  not;  if  decided  to  be  out  of  order,  he  shall 
not  proceed  without  the  permission  of  the  Senate,  and  every 
question  of  order  shall  be  decided  by  the  President,  subject 
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to  an  appeal  to  the  Senate  by  any  Senator,  and  if  a  Senator 
be  called  to  order  for  words  spoken,  the  exceptional  words 
shall  be  immediately  taken  down  in  writing,  that  the  Presi- 
dent or  Senate  may  be  better  enabled  to  judge  of  the  matter. 

MISCELLANEOUS    KULES. 

32.  When  a  blank  is  to  be  filled,  and  different  sums  or 
time  shall  be  proposed,  the  question  shall  be  first  taken  on 
the  highest  sum  or  the  longest  time. 

•  33.  When  a  question  has  been  once  put  and  decided,  it 
shall  be  in  order  for  any  Senator  who  shall  have  voted  in 
the  majority,  to  move  a  reconsideration  thereof;  but  no  mo- 
tion for  the  reconsideration  of  any  vote  shall  be  in  order 
after  the  bill,  resolution,  message,  report,  amendment  or 
motion,  upon  which  the  vote  was  taken,  shall  have  gone  out 
of  the  possession  of  the  Senate.  Nor  shall  any  motion  for 
reconsideration  be  in  order  unless  made  on  the  same  day, 
or  the  next  following  legislative  day  on  which  the  vote  pro- 
posed to  be  reconsidered  shall  have  taken  place.  Nor  shall 
any  question  be  reconsidered  more  than  once. 

34.  All  bills  and  resolutions  shall  take  their  place  upon 
the  calendar  according  to  their  number,  and  shall  be  taken 
up  in  regular  order  unless  otherwise  ordered. 

35.  No  smoking  shall  be  allowed  within  the  Senate  Cham- 
ber during  the  sessions. 

36.  Senators  and  visitors  shall  uncover  their  heads  upon 
entering  the  Senate  Chamber  while  the  Senate  is  in  session, 
and  shall  continue  uncovered  during  the  continuance  in 
the  Chamber. 

3.7.  No  Senator  or  officer  of  the  Senate  shall  depart  the 
service  of  the  Senate  without  leave,  or  receive  pay  as  a  Sen- 
tor  or  officer  for  the  time  he  is  so  absent  without  leave. 

38.  No  person  other  than  the  Executive  and  Judicial  offi- 
cers of  the  State,  members  and  officers  of  the  Senate  and 
House  of  Representatives,  unless  on  invitation  of  the  Presi- 
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dent,  or  by  a  vote  of  the  Senate,  shall  be  admitted  within 
the  bar. 

:t;39.  No  rule  of  the  Senate  shall  be  altered,  suspended  or 
rescinded  without  a  vote  of  a  majority  of  all  the  Senators 
elected ;  and  no  motion  to  suspend  shall  embrace  more  than 
one  rule,  or  relate  to  any  other  subject  than  the  one  speci- 
fied in  said  motion. 

40.  In  case  a  less  number  than  a  quorum  of  the  Senate 
shall  convene,  they  are  authorized  to  send  the  door  keeper 
or  any  other  person,  for  any  or  all  absent  Senators,  as  the 
majority  of  Senators  present  shall  determine. 

41.  The  yeas  and  nays  upon  any  question  shall  be  taken 
and  entered  upon  the  Journal  upon  demand  of  one-fifth  of 
the  Senators  present. 

The  report  of  the  committee  was,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Ber- 
nard, adopted.

REPORT   FROM    JOINT    SELECT   COMMITTEE: 

Mr.  Davidson,  from  Joint  Select  committee  on  Rules,  re- 
ported the  following 

JOINT   RULES  OF   ORDER. 

1.  Each  House  shall  transmit  to  the  other  all  papers  on 
which  any  bill  or  resolution  shall  be  forwarded. 

2.  When  a  bill  or  resolution  which  shall  have  passed  in 
one  House  shall  be  rejected  in  the  other,  notice  thereof 
shall  be  given  to  the  House  in  which  the  same  may  have 
passed. 

3.  Messages  from  one  House  to  the  other,  shall  be  com- 
municated by  their  clerks  respectively,  unless  the  House 
transmitting  the  message  shall  specially  direct  otherwise. 

4.  It  shall  be  in  the  power  of  either  House,  to  amend  any 
amendment  made  by  the  other,  to  any  bill  or  resolution. 

5.  In  every  case  of  difference  between  the  two  houses,  upon 
any  subject  of  legislation,  either  House  may  request  a  con- 
ference, and  appoint  a  committee  for  the  purpose,  and  the 
other  shall  also  appoint  a  committee  to  confer.  The  com- 
mittee shall  meet  at  such  time  and  place  as  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  chairman  of  the  committee,  on  the  part  of  the  House 
requesting  such  committee.  The  conferees  shall  state  to 
each  other  verbally,  or  in  writing,  as  either  shall  choose,  the 
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views  of  their  respective  Houses,  and  confer  freely  thereon. 
The  committee  shall  report  in  writing,  and  shall  be  author- 
ized to  report  such  modifications  or  amendments  as  they 
may  think  advisable.  But  no  committee  on  conference  shall 
consider  or  report  on  any  matters,  except  those  directly  at 
issue  between  the  two  Houses.  The  papers  shall  be  left  with 
the  conferees  of  the  House  assenting  to  such  conference,  and 
they  shall  present  the  report  of  the  committee  to  their 
house;  when  such  House  shall  have  acted  thereon,  they  shall 
transmit  the  same  and  the  papers  relating  thereto  to  the 
other  with  a  message  certifying  its  action  thereon. 

6.  It  shall  be  in  order  for  either  House  to  recede  from  any 
subject  matter  of  difference  existing  between  the  two  Houses, 
at  any  time  previous  to  conference,  whether  the  papers  on 
which  such  difference  arose  are  before  the  House  receding 
formally  or  informally,  and  on  such  vote  to  recede  the  same 
number  shall  be  required  to  constitute  a  quorum  to  act 
thereon  and  to  assent  to  such  receding,  as  was  required  on 
the  original  question  out  of  which  the  difference  arose. 

7.  All  joint  committees  of  the  two  Houses,  and  all  com- 
mittees of  conference  shall  consist  of  three  Senators  and  five 
members  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  unless  otherwise 
specially  ordered  by  concurrent  resolution. 

8.  There  shall  be  printed  on  joint  order,  unless  otherwise 
specified,  two  hundred  and  twenty  copies  of  all  messages 
from  the  Governor,  all  reports  of  standing  or  select  commit- 
tees, and  all  reports  or  communications  made  in  pursuance 
of  law. 

9.  When  the  same  document  shall,  by  separate  orders,  be 
directed  to  be  printed  by  both  Houses,  it  shall  be  regarded 
as  but  one  joint  order,  unless  otherwise  expressly  directed 
by  either  House. 

10.  The  Clerk  of  each  House  shall  receive  from  the  Pub- 
lic Printer  all  matter  ordered  by  their  respective  Houses, 
and  shall  keep  a  book  and  enter  therein  the  time  of  recep- 
tion by  him,  of  every  such  bill  or  document,  and  the  num.- 
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ber  of  copies  received,  and  shall  cause  each  and  any  of  such 
bills  or  documents  to  be  immediately  placed  upon  the  desks 
of  the  members. 

11.  The  two  hundred  and  twenty  copies  of  messages  from 
the  Governor,  reports  of  committees,  and  reports  or  commu- 
nications made  in  pursuance  of  law,  ordered' to  be  printed 
by  section  eight,  shall  be  distributed  as  follows  :  to  the  Sen- 
ate, seventy  copies ;  to  the  House  of  Representatives,  one 
hundred  and  fifty  copies. 

12.  The  committee  on  Enrolled  Bills  shall  not  report  any 
bill,  resolution,  or  amendment  to  any  bill  or  resolution,  as 
correctly  enrolled,  nor  shall  the  presiding  officer  of  either 
House  sign  the  same,  in  which  there  shall  be  any  inter- 
lineation or  erasure  whatsoever.

The  undersigned  Senators  respectfully  protest  against  the 
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action  of  the  Senate  in  admitting  to  a  seat  on  the  floor  of 
the  Senate  H.  C.  Hampton,  as  the  Senator  from  Che.  33d 
District,  for  the  following  reasons : 

The  certificate  of  election  filed  by  H.  C.  Hampton  was  in 
the  following  words,  and  signed  only  by  one  of  the  Sheriffs 
of  the  District : 

"State  of  North  Carolina, 

Surry  county. 

I,  Samuel  H.  Taylor,  Sheriff  of  said  county,  and  one  of 
the  returning  officers  of  the  33d  Senatorial  District,  of  said 
State,  composed  of  the  counties  of  Surry  and  Yadkin,  do 
certify  that  on  the  day  appointed  by  law  for  the  comparing 
of  the  polls  of  said  District  at  Rockford  in  said  District,  I 
met  Samuel  C.  Welch,  Sheriff  of  Yadkin ;  that  on  compar- 
ing said  polls  it  appeared  that  H.  C.  Hampton,  the  Demo- 
cratic candidate,  received  in  Surry  county  1,307  votes,  and 
John  M.  Brower,  the  Republican  candidate,  received  1,067 
votes;  and  in  Yadkin  county  Columbus  Hampton  receieved 
958  votes,  and  John  M.  Brower  received  1,115  votes.  And 
the  said  Samuel  C.  Welch,  Sheriff  aforesaid,  and  the  under- 
signed, Sheriff  as  aforesaid,  disagreeing  as  for  whom  the 
votes  cast  for  Columbus  Hampton  in  said  county  of  Yad- 
kin, should  be  counted,  I,  Samuel  H.  Taylor,  Sheriff  as  afore- 
said, do  declare  that  of  all  the  votes  polled  in  said  District, 
Henry  Columbus  Hampton  received  a  majority  of  eighty- 
three  votes,  and  I  declare  said  Henry  Columbus  Hampton 
duly  elected  as  Senator  for  said  33d  Senatorial  District  of 
North  Carolina.

Gentlemen  of  the  Senate  : — I  must  avail  myself  of 
this  occasion  to  express  some  measure  of  the  appreciation  I 
have  for  the  generous  confidence  shown  me  by  the  people  of 
my  State.  To  accept  and  occupy  the  distinguished  position 
assigned  me  by  the  suffrages  of  the  freemen  of  North  Car- 
olina, without  evincing  something  of  the  natural  pride  and 
gratification  I  feel,  would  be  neither  in  accord  with  custom, 
or  my  own  ideas  of  propriet}\ 

I  would  not  assume  to  speak  for  the  representatives  of 
the  people,  with  whom  I  am  officially  associated ;    but  I[ 
trust,  Senators,  I  may  venture  to  hope  that  a  progressive 
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spirit  may  be  developed  in  this  Assembly  upon  questions' 
which  so  closely  concern  our  prosperity,  now  and  hereafter. 

The  great  question  of  education,  so  much  neglected  in 
North  Carolina,  affords  the  grandest  field  for  the  exercise  of 
.abroad,  enlightened  statesmanship;  and,  I  may  add^ih  my 
opinion,  the  General  Assembly  which  is  to  do'  most  in  the 
history  of  our  State  to  immortalize  the  men  and  the  era,  will 
be  that  body  who,  under  the  guidance  of  an  over-ruling 
Providence,  and  the  inspiration  of  a  proper  State  pride,  will 
meet  this  question  on  the  broad  basis  of  merit,  and  deal 
with  it  as  a  subject  pregnant  with  living,  vital  principle. 

The  widespread  want  of  education  among  our  people,  as 
shown  by  the  mass  01  illiteracy  compiled  by  the  Census 
Bureau,  is  matter  for  shame  to  every  citizen  of  North  Caro- 
lina. 

It  may  be  that  the  monarchies  of  the  Old  World  in  times 
past  could  have  furnished  a  parallel  to  our  condition 
in  this  respect ;  but  not  so  in  Modern  Europe.  The  finest 
.systems  prevail  there,  furnishing  the  means  for  primary 
education  to  the  masses  everywhere;  and  special  attention, 
is  also  given  to  industrial  and  technical  education. 
•  That  this  great  country  of  ours  is  going  forward  on  a 
•  career  of  progress  and  greatness,  is  perfectly  apparent  to 
^even  the  most  casual  observer.  If  North  Carolina,  consti- 
tuting one  of  the  States  comprising  this  grand  confederation , 
desires  to  share  in  the  glory  which  will  belong  and  does 
belong  to  our  common  country,  as  being  in  the  front  rank 
•of  civilized  powers  in  so  many  of  the  essentials  which  consti- 
tute a  nation  truly  great,  in  civilization,  Christianity,  the 
arts  and  sciences,  and  in  wealth  and  intelligence,  we  must 
shake  off  the  dust  of  by-gone  ages  from  our  skirts,  leave  the 
prejudices  and  passions  of  the  past  behind  us,  and  go  for- 
ward with  our  more  progressive  sister  States  of  this  Union 
•.to  that  measure  of  greatness  which  awaits  our  country  in 
the  near  future,  when  we  can  point  to  an  educated  popula- 
iion— to.  a  country  whose  material  resources  have  been  de- 
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veloped  by  the  thrifty  sons  of  our  State,  as  we  lias  by  thou- 
sands of  adopted  sons  who  will  pour  into  our  State  when 
these  things  are  assured  to  them. 

I  bespeak  your  generous  indulgence,  gentlemen,  as  well 
as  your  support  and  aid  while  in  the  discharge  of  the  duties 
of  this  position,  and  promise  to  aid  you,  as  best  I  may,  in 
forwarding  public  business.  ,

MESSAGE   PROM   THE   GOVERNOR. 

A  message  was  received  from  his  Excellency  the  Gover- 
nor, which  was  read,  as  follows  : 
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State  op  North  Carolina, 
Executive  Department, 
Raleigh,  February  21st,  1881. 

To  the  Honorable  the  Senate  of  North  Carolina  : 

On  Monday,  the  14th  inst.,  I  received  through  the  Secre- 
tary of  your  honorable  body,  a  resolution,  of  which  the  fol- 
lowing is  a  copy : 

RESOLUTION  OF  INQUIRY  TO  HIS  EXCELLENCY  THE  GOVERNOR. 

'■•Resolved  by  the  Senate,  That  His  Excellency,  the  Governor,  be  and 
he  is  hereby  respectfully  requested  to  furnish  the  Senate  with  such  in- 
formation as  he  may  have  in  respect  to  the  present  ownership  and  con- 
trol of  the  Western  North  Carolina  Railroad ;  the  organization  of  the 
Western  North  Carolina  Railroad  Company,  as  provided  for  and  allowed 
by  the  Act  of  the  General  Assembly  entitled  '  an  act  to  provide  for  the 
sale  of  the  State's  interest  in  the  Western  North  Carolina  Railroad  Com- 
pany, and  for  other  purposes,'  ratified  the  —  day  of  March,  A.  D.  1880, 
and  any  mortgage  debt  created  by  such  company;  the  number  of  con- 
victs furnished  to  William  J.  Best  and  his  associates  from  time  to  time 
in  pursuance  of  said  act;  the  amount  of  money  paid  to  the  State  as  hire 
for  such  convicts;  the  amount  of  money  expended  by  the  State  for  the 
support  and  care  and  keeping  of  such  convicts  while  so  hired;  the  num- 
ber of  miles  of  railroad  graded  and  completed  by  said  Best  and  his  asso- 
ciates; the  quantity  of  iron  placed  on  said  road  by  them  in  repair  of  the 
same;  the  number  of  miles  graded  by  them  west  of  the  French  Broad 
river,  on  the  Ducktown  line  of  said  road;  the  number  of  miles  graded  by 
them  north  of  Asheville,  on  the  Paint  Rock  line  of  said  road;  the  amount 
of  money  paid  into  the  Treasury  by  them,  to  be  applied  in  payment  of 
the  interest  upon  the  first  mortgage  debt  of  the  late  'The  Western  North 
Carolina  Railroad  Company;'  the  condition  of  said  road  situate  between 
the  towns  of  Salisbury  and  Asheville,  and  the  character  of  the  rolling- 
stock  on  the  same;  the  prospects  of  the  further  prosecution  of  the  work 
of  constructing  said  road,  particularly  on  the  Ducktown  line  thereof;  the 
disposition  made  or  to  be  made  of  the  thirty  thousand  dollars  deposited 
by  said  Best  to  the  credit  of  the  State  ;  and  any  sale  or  disposition  by 
lease  or  otherwise,  made  by  said  Best  and  his  associates,  of  said  road, 
and  to  whom  made,  when  and  upon  what  terms." 

In  response  to  the  above  resolution,  which  I  have  been 
compelled  to  delay  until  this  date  because  so  many  of  the 
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facts  involved  in  your  inquiries  were  unknown  to  me,  I 
have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following: 

As  a  matter  of  convenience  of  response,  I  have  grouped 
the  kindred  interrogatories  together,  though  in  a  different 
order  from  that  in  which  they  stand  in  the  original  resolu- 
tion. 

1st.  In  respect  to  the  ownership  and  control  of  the  West- 
ern North  Carolina  Railroad  ;  the  organization  of  the  West- 
ern North  Carolina  Railroad  Company,  as  provided  for  and 
allowed  by  the  act  of  the  General  Assembly,  entitled  "  An 
act  to  provide  for  the  sale  of  the  State's  interest  in  the 
Western  North  Carolina  Railroad  Company,  and  for  other 
purposes,"  ratified  the  —  day  of  March,  1880,  and  any 
mortgage  debt  created  by  such  company ;  the  prospect  of 
the  further  prosecution  of  the  work  of  constructing  said 
road,  particularly  on  the  Ducktown  line  thereof;  and  any 
sale  or  disposition  by  lease  or  otherwise  made  by  said  Best 
and  his  associates  of  said  road,  and  to  whom  made,  when 
and  upon  what  terms. 

OWNERSHIP   OF   THE   ROAD. 

As  to  the  ownership  of  the  road,  the  State  conveyed  her 
interest  by  deed  on  the  27th  day  of  April,  1880,  to  W.  J. 
Best,  W.  R.  Grace,  J.  N.  Tappan  and  J.  D.  Fish.  On  the 
22d  day  of  May,  1880,  a  messenger  came  to  this,  city  with 
a  letter  from  W.  J.  Best  to  the  commissioners  who  had 
signed  the  deed  in  behalf  of  the  State,  asking  their  consent 
for  certain  of  the  grantees  in  said  deed  to  convey  their  in- 
terest to  other  parties.  After  consultation,  the  commission- 
ers returned  an  answer,  of  which  the  following  is  a  copy  : 

"Executive  Defabtment, 
Raleigh,  May  22d,  1880. 

"W.  J.  Best,  Esq.,  New  York: 
Dear  Sir:— In  reply  to  yours  just  received,  we  will  state  that  the  Act 
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of  29th  of  March,  1880,  gave  the  commissioners  therein  named  the  power 
to  assign  and  transfer  the  interest  of  the  State  in  and  to  the  property 
and  franchises  of  the  Western  North  Carolina  Railroad  Company  to 
W.  J.  Best,  W.  R.  Grace,  J.  D.  Fish  and  J.  Nelson  Tappan.  This  we 
did,  and  they  executed  to  the  State  their  obligation  in  the  form  of  aoon- 
tract  to  complete  the  road.  The  Act  gives  the  Commissioners  no  power 
to  release  them  or  any  of  them  from  that  obligation.  If  we  were  to 
assume  such  authority,  it  would  be  of  no  force  and  effect.  If  they  or 
any  of  them  desire  to  sell  their  interest  in  the  property,  they  could  do 
so  without  our  consent,  and  even  against  it.  All  we  can  ask  is,  that  the 
work  shall  begin  by  the  grantees,  or  some  one  for  them,  on  or  before  the 
29th,  the  day  fixed  in  the  Act  and  in  the  contract,  and  be  continued  in 
conformity  therewith.  We  greatly  regret  that  there  should  be  any  delay 
in  the  organization  and  work.  If  it  were  possible  for  us  to  remove  the 
obstacle,  we  would  do  so  at  once;  but  anxious  as  we  are  to  aid  in  the 
matter,  we  do  not  see  at  this,  time  anything  we  can  do.

It  has  been  published,  and  I  have  believed  it  to  be  true, 
that  Messrs.  Grace,  Fish  and  Tappan  did  transfer  their  in- 
terest in  some  way  to  Col.  A.  S.  Buford,  Col.  A.  B.  Andrews, 
Gen.  Logan,  Mr.  Clyde,  and  may  be  others.  But  I  have 
never  seen  any  paper  writings  connected  with  the  matter, 
and  have  only  had  such  information  as  was  accessible  to 
the  general  public.

The  persons  named  as  Directors  of  the  Western  North  Carolina  Rail- 
road are  satisfactory. 

While  I  did  not  have  any  official  authority  in  the  matter, 
at  the  same  time  I  did  not  feel  at  liberty  to  withhold  my 
approval  when  asked  of  a  Board,  a  majority  of  which  were 
our  own  good  citizens,  and  some  of  them  our  most  honored 
and  esteemed. 

It  was  published  in  the  papers  that  such  an  organization 
was  made.  I  was  so  informed  and  so  understood  it  all  along, 
but  never  saw  a  book  or  paper  connected  with  the  organiza- 
tion ;  and  consequently  can  only  speak  of  it  in  this  general 
way. 

PROSPECT  OP  THE  FURTHER  PROSECUTION  OP  THE  WORK,  ETC. 

I  have  no  information  about  "the  prospect  of  the  further 
prosecution  of  the  work  of  constructing  said  road,  particu- 
larly on  the  Ducktown  line  thereof,"  except  the  fact  that  the 
State  holds  the  contract  for  the  doing  of  the  work,  and  that 
the  work  is  now  actually  going  on.  I  have  also  been  told 
by  the  parties  now  prosecuting  the  work  that,  as  soon  as  the 
weather  will  permit,  it  will  be  pushed  much  more  vigor- 
ously. 
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SALE   OR   OTHER   DISPOSITION,   ETC.,    OF     THE    ROAD   BY   BEST. 

As  to  "  any  sale  or  disposition  by  lease  or  otherwise  made 
by  said  Best  and  his  associates  of  said  road,  and  to  whom 
made,  when  and  upon  what  terms,"  I  know  nothing  except 
what  I  have  already  stated.  If  any  mortgage  had  been  put 
upon  the  road  I  do  not  know  it,  and  do  not  believe  there 
has  been.  For  further  information  on  these  inquiries,  I 
submit  the  following  correspondence  with  Mr.  Best :

Sir  : — Your  favor  of  the  16th  inst.  was  duly  received,  and  would  have 
been  answered  at  once,  but  that  my  time  has  been  fully  occupied  in  con- 
nection with  the  investigation  of  certain  matters  affecting  the  Western 
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North  Carolina  Kailroad,  by  the  Senate  Committee  on  Internal  Im- 
provements I  shall  now  reply  to  your  inquiries  in  the  order  in  which 
they  appear  in  your  letter  : 

First.  "In  respect  to  the  ownership  and  control  of  the  Western  North 
Carolina  Railroad." 

The  Western  North  Carolina  Railroad  is  owned  and  controlled  by  the 
corporation  of  the  same  name.  The  act  of  the  General  Assembly,  rati- 
fied March  29th,  1880,  authorized  the  sale  of  the  "  State's  interest"  in 
said  road.  That  interest  is  at  present  represented  by  W.  P.  Clyde,  T. 
M.  Logan,  A.  S.  Buford  and  myself,  under  certain  agreements,  of  which 
copies  have  been  filed  with  the  Senate  committee  on  Internal  Improve- 
ments. The  interest  of  the  private  stockholders  in  the  former  company 
remains  intact  as  at  the  date  of  the  ratification  of  the  act  above  referred 
to.  None  of  the  stock  of  the  existing  organization  has  been  issued  to 
them  in  exchange  for  that  which  they  held  in  the  late  Company. 

Second.  "  The  organization  of  the  Western  North  Carolina  Railroad 
Company,  as  provided  for  and  allowed  by  the  act  of  the  General  Assem- 
bly, entitled  'an  act  to  provide  for  the  sale  of  the  State's  interest  in  the 
Western  North  Carolina  Railroad  Company,  and  for  other  purposes,' 
ratified  the  —  day  of  March,  1880." 

The  Company  was,  I  believe,  reorganized  strictly  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  the  act  referred  to.  This  was  affected  in  the  city  of 
New  York,  in  May,  1880,  under  the  direction  of  eminent  counsel,  who 
appeared  for  my  associate  grantees,  as  well  as  the  gentlemen  who  have 
since  taken  their  place.  A  question  having  arisen  as  to  whether  the 
Company  could  legally  be  reorganized  outside  of  the  State  of  North 
Carolina,  the  'action  of  the  grantees  was  formally  ratified  at  Salisbury, 
N.  C,  in  August  last 

Third.  "  Any  mortgage  debt  created  by  such  Company." 
No  mortgage  debt  has  yet  been  created. 

Fourth.  "  The  prospect  of  the  further  prosecution  of  the  worth  of  con- 
structing said  road,  particularly  on  the  Ducktown  line  thereof." 

The  construction  of  both  divisions  of  the  road  is  now  being  conducted 
with  reasonable  rapidity.  During  the  Summer  and  Fall  of  18S0,  much 
valuable  time  was  lost  by  the  failure  of  my  present  associates  properly 
to  organize  their  forces  to  do  the  work.  I  urged  upon  them  the  impor- 
tance of  employing  1,000  to  1,500  hands  in  addition  to  the  convict  force, 
in  order  to  insure  the  completion  of  the  Paint  Rock  division  and  the  ex- 
tension of  the  Ducktown  line  to  Pigeon  river,  by  the  first  of  next  July, 
as  provided  in  the  contract  made  with  the  State.  I  regret  to  say  that  it 
now  seems  to  me  impossible  to  comply  with  the  contract  in  this  regard ; 
but  the  statement  is  made  in  behalf  of  Messrs.  Buford,  Logan  and  Clyde 
that,  as  soon  as  the  weather  will  admit  of  their  profitable  employment, 
1,000  additional  hands  will  be  set  to  work.    I  have  reason  to  believe  that 
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this  will  be  done,  and  that  in  the  early  Fall  the  road  will  be  completed 
to  Paint  Eock.  Whether  it  is  possible  to  finish  the  other  line  to  Pigeon 
river  simultaneously  with  the  completion  of  the  Paint  Rock  division,  I 
am  unable  to  answer  satisfactorily  to  myself,  until  I  shall  have  had  an 
opportunity  to  examine  the  profiles  and  the  present  condition  of  the 
work. 

Fifth.  "  Any  sale  or  disposition  by  lease  or  otherwise  by  Best  and  his 
associates  of  said  road,  and  to  whom  made,  when  and  upon  what  terms." 
No  sale  or  other  disposition  of  said  road  "  by  lease  or  otherwise  "  has 
been  made  "by  Best  and  his  associates,"  except  as  set  forth  in  the 
agreements  referred  to  in  my  answer  to  inquiry  No.  1.  As  all  the  pa- 
pers in  relation  to  that  transaction  have  been  filed  with  the  Senate  com- 
mittee on  Internal  Improvements,  and  have  been  ordered  to  be  printed, 
I  deem  it  unnecessary  to  go  into  further  details.

When  I  asked  the  Senate  for  permission  to  employ  an  ex- 
pert to  get  the  facts  involved  in  the  inquiries  under  this 
head,  I  was  acting  in  perfect  good  faith,  as  there  was  no 
other  source  to  which  I  had  a  right  to  apply.  When  the 
road  belonged  to  the  State,  I  had  a  right  to  call  upon  any 
officer  of  the  Company  for  any  information  I  wanted,  and 
it  was  his  duty  to  furnish  it.  But  not  so  now.  I  have  no 
more  right  to  call  upon  the  officers  of  this  road  than  I  have 
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to  call  upon  any  others,  except  for  such  information  as  may- 
be necessary  to  see  that  the  contract  is  complied  with.  • 

Upon  a  careful  reading  of  the  Act  under  which  this  rdad 
was  sold  and  the  contract  made  in  pursuance  thereof,  it  will 
be  seen  that  the  only  duty  imposed  upon  me  is  to  see  that 
all  money  due  the  State  is  paid,  and  that  the  new  road  is 
completed  to  the  points  and  by  the  time  set  out  in  the  con- 
tract. Beyond  this,  I  have  neither  sought  nor  received  in- 
formation as  to  the  condition  of  the  road  or  the  affairs  of  the 
Company,  but  have  contented  myself  with  the  knowledge 
of  the  fact  that  the  contract  was  being  complied  with;  a 
compliance  with  it  being,  in  my  opinion,  the  only  thing 
about  which  there  was  any  need  to  be  solicitous,  or  about 
which  I  had  the  right  to  make  any  official  inquiry.  No- 
where am  I  required  or  expected  to  know  anything  about 
the  conditiou  of  or  repairs  to  the  road  or  the  rolling-stock 
thereon.  In  addition  to  this,  even  if  I  had  thought  myself 
vested  by  law  with  authority  to  call  upon  the  officers  of  the 
road  in  question  for  the  desired  information,  it  seemed  to 
me  preferable,  in  view  of  the  scope  and  tenor  of  the  inqui- 
ries of  the  resolution,  to  get  such  information  from  persons 
in  no  way  connected  with  the  subject  matter  of  investiga- 
tion, if  it  were  possible.

Dear  Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  as  to  the 
condition  of  the  Western  North  Carolina  Railroad,  and  the  progress 
made  in  its  construction  by  the  present  owners. 

The  five  engines  owned  by  the  Company  at  the  time  of  the  sale  have 
with  one  exception,  all  been  put  in  good  condition.  Two  additional  en- 
gines have  been  furnished,  and  of  box  and  flat  cars  a  sufficient  number 
to  do  all  our  business  with  reasonable  dispatch.  Upwards  of  50,000  new 
ties  have  been  substituted  for  the  old  and  rotten.  Had  all  been  placed 
in  one  section  it  would  have  made  twenty  miles  entirely  new. 

About  600  tons  of  new  iron  has  been  purchased  ;  a  part  was  used  in 
extending  the  track  from  Long1?,  the  terminus  at  the  time  of  the  sale,  to 
Asheville;  the  remainder  in  making  the  change  at  Newton,  and  repla- 
cing worn  rails;  which,  together  with  the  large  number  of  ties  supplied, 
has  very  greatly  improved  the  condition  of  the  road-bed.  The  bridge 
over  the  Swannanoa  river  will  be  ready  for  the  iron  this  week,  and  the 
track  at  once  extended  Sy2  miles  beyond  Long's  to  Smith's  bridge,  the 
intersection  of  the  Ducktown  and  Paint  Rock  lines.     On  the  Ducktown 
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• 

division  only  about  one  mile  is  finished,  the  grading  being  very  heavy. 
The  Faint  Rock  division  has  12  miles  nearly  finished,  making,  in  the  ag- 
gregate 21£  miles  of  grading  completed  by  the  present  owners.  And  it 
gives  me.  pleasure  to  add  that  the  work  is  being  done  in  a  substantial 
manner.

The  certificate  of  deposit  referred  to  in  my  above  recited  letter  was- 
placed  at  once  in  the  Citizens'  National  Bank  of  this  city  for  collection. 

I  also  handed  the  officers  of  said  bank  a  copy  of  the  conditions  upon 
which  the  deposit  was  to  be  held  and  which  were  the  same  as  the  copy 
delivered  to  you  on  the  21st  of  February,  1880,  and  referred  to  in  my 
letter  of  that  date.

If  the  Legislature  of  North  Carolina  shall  be  convened  in  special 
or  extra  session,  and  shall  decline  to  ratify  the  draft  of  an  act  heretofore 
submitted  by  me,  embodying  my  offer  to  purchase  the  interest  of  said 
State  in  the  Western  North  Carolina  Railroad,  the  assignment  of  said 
certificate  to  be  null  and  void,  and  the  amount  thereof,  together  with  the 
interest  thereon,  to  be  subject  immediately  to  the  order  of  myself  and 
said  James  D.  Fish  jointly. 

"2nd.  If  the  Legislature  of  said  State  shall  be  convened  in  special  or 
extra  session,  and  shall  ratify  the  aforesaid  act,  I  and  my  associates  are 
to  close  a  contract  to  purchase  the  interest  of  said  State  in  said  railroad, 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  said  act,  or  failing  so  to  do,  the 
amount  of  said  certificate  of  deposit,  with  the  interest  thereon,  shall  be 
withdrawn  by  the  Treasurer  of  said  State  and  applied  to  the  payment  of 
the  expense  of  said  special  or  extra  session  of  the  Legislature. 

"3rd.  If  the  Legislature  of  said  State  shall  be  convened  in  special  or 
extra  session,  as  aforesaid,  and  shall  ratify  the  act  submitted  by  me,  I 
and  my  associates  closing  a  contract  to  purchase  said  railroad  as  provided 
by  said  act,  said  certificate  of  deposit  is  to  remain  in  the  name  and  to 
the  credit  of  the  Treasurer  of  said  State,  as  security  for  the  payment 
of  the  interest  on  $850,000  first  mortgage  bonds  now  outstanding  as  a 
lien  upon  the  property  of  said  company,  until  said  mortgage  bonds  shall 
be  paid. 

"  4th.  If  the  Legislature  of  said  State  shall  ratify  said  act  as  it  now  is, 
or  with  such  amendments  as  I  shall  approve,  the  contract  to  be  made  ac- 
cording to  said  act  is  to  be  signed  by  me,  W.  B.  Grace,  James  D.  Fish, 
and  J.  Nelson  Tappan,  or  other  gentlemen  equally  satisfactory  to  the 
commissioners  provided  for  in  section  (1)  one  of  said  act,  and  should  fail- 
ure be  made  in  this  regard,  said  certificate  of  deposit  shall  be  forfeited  to 
said  State.

So  the  certificate  of  deposit  referred  to  in  my  letter  was  paid  in  cash,, 
and  the  $30,009  in  money  are  now  in  the  vault  of  the  Citizens'  National 
Bank,  of  this  city. 

The  agreement  of  the  President  and  Cashier  of  the  bank  to  hold  the 
said  thirty  thousand  dollars  until  the  conditions  of  the  deposit  are  fully 
complied  with,  is  on  file  in  this  office. 

The  first,  second  and  fourth  conditions  have  been  complied  with. 

This  money  is  now  held  as  a  security  for  the  performance  of  the  third 
condition,  and  will  be  so  held  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  General 
Assembly.

The  $850,000  first-mortgage  bonds  referred  to  in  the  third 
condition  were  issued  in  1875,  and  are  fifteen  year  bonds. 
They  will  not  fall  due  until  1890,  and  the  interest  at  seven 
per  cent,  is  guaranteed  by  the  State  by  making  the  coupons 
receivable  in  taxes.    One  of  the  conditions  of  the  contract 
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of  Best  and  associates  is,  that  they  shall  pay  the  interest 
on  said  bonds ;  and  failing  so  to  do,  the  deed  and  all  the 
rights  they  acquired  under  it  are  forfeited.  The  $30,000 
will  be  held  for  the  next  nine  years,  as  it  now  is,  as  an  ad- 
ditional security  for  the  payment  of  this  interest,  unless 
these  bonds  are  taken  up  and  cancelled  before  their  maturity, 
or  unless  the  Legislature,  on  the  part  of  the  State  and  Best 
and  associates,  shall  agree  differently. 

CONCLUSION. 

One  year  ago  to-day  I  issued  my  proclamation  calling  the 
Legislature  together  in  extra  session  to  consider  a  proposi- 
tion for  the  purchase  of  the  State's  interest  in  the  Western 
North  Carolina  Railroad. 

My  whole  connection  with  the  matter  prior  to  that  date 
is  of  record  in  the  Executive  office.  All  that  I  have  learned 
about  the  road  and  its  management  since  that  date  I  have 
fully  and  freely  communicated  to  the  Senate. 

At  no  time  have  I  ever  had  any  secrets  or  felt  that  I  had 
a  right  to  have  any  concerning  this  property  either  before 
or  since  its  sale.  I  have  at  all  times  been  ready  and  willing 
to  tell  the  humblest  citizen  of  the  State  all  I  knew  about  it. 

Notwithstanding  this,  from  the  day  I  called  the  Legisla- 
ture together,  to  give  the  people  an  opportunity  to  speak 
their  will  concerning  this  property  to  this,  I  have  been  mis- 
represented, maligned,  and  traduced  for  doing  what  I  then 
believed  and  what  I  now  believe  my  plain,  simple  duty. 

All  the  more  on  this  account  do  I  regret  that,  in  respond- 
ing to  your  inquiries  to-day,  I  have  been  compelled  to  use 
the  statements  of  those  who,  like  myself,  are  involved  in 
the  doubt  and  suspicion,  of  the  existence  of  which  the  adop- 
tion of  your  resolution  seems  to  give  evidence. 

Holding  myself  ready  at  all  times  to  respond  promptly 
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and  as  fully  as  I  am  able  to  any  and  all  of  your  inquiries,

MESSAGE    PROM    THE    HOUSE    OP    REPRESENTATIVES. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  House  proposing  to  go 
into  an  election  of  Justices  of  the  Peace  to-day  at  half-past 
one  o'clock  P.  M.     The  proposition  was  concurred  in. 

A  message  was  ordered  sent  to  the  House  informing  that 
honorable  body  that  upon  the  return  of  the  messenger,  the 
Senate  would  proceed  to  the  election  of  Justices  of  the  Peace. 

The  President  appointed  Messrs.  Respass  and  Battle  as, 
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tellers  on  the  part  of  the  Senate  to  superintend  said  elec- 
tion. 

Mr.  Respass,  for  committee  on  nominations  of  Justices  of 
the  Peace,  reported  : 

The  joint  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  nomina- 
tions for  Justices  of  the  Peace  for  the  several  counties  of  the 
State,  to  fill  the  vacancies  of  such  Justices  of  the  Peace  whose 
terms  expire  in  August,  1881,  having  performed  their  duty, 
respectfully  recommend  that  the  following  persons  be  elected 
by  this  General  Assembly  as  Justices  of  the  Peace  to  fill 
such  vacancies  as  will  occur  in  August,  1881,  in  the  several 
townships  in  the  various  counties  of  the  State. 

The  committee  would  further  report,  that  new  townships 
have  been  created  since  the  last  election  of  Justices  of  the 
Peace,  and  in  all  such  cases  this  committee  have  made  nom- 
inations as  required  by  law  so  to  do,  specifying  such  as  new 
townships. 

The  census  just  taken  develops  several  incorporated  towns 
entitled  under  the  law  establishing  county  governments  to 
additional  Justices  of  the  Peace,in  which  cases  this  commit- 
tee have  made  recommendations  accordingly,  as  also  for  all 
newly  incorporated  towns. 

Wherever  there  have  been  new  counties  created,  this  com- 
mittee has  also  made  its  recommendations  for  Justices  of 
the  Peace  for  the  same.
